The embargo covers everything 
shipped by express into the state, 
except foodstuffs, and—the most 
unfortunate situation of all—covers 
also all shipments of citrus fruits 
and fish, two of Florida’s paramount 
industries, out of the state. — 

Coming at this time—in the very 
heart of the citrus season when fully 
one-half of America is looking to 
Florida for its Christmas - oranges 
and other. citrus fruits—it will not 
only be disappointing to millions of 
people, but injurious to two of 
greatest permanent re- 
sources. 

This is “killing the goose that 
lays the golden egg.” , 

The fact that a freight embargo 
also exists on building material, 
a condition that has thrown thou- 
sands of workmen out of employ- 
and seriously handicapped 
constructive developments, only ac- 
centuate a distressing and alarming 
situation. . 

The outstanding sources of per- 
manent revenue production in Flor- 
ida from natural resources, outside 
of her pine products, is her fruit and 
vegetable crops, and her fish and 
oyster production. The latter is 
perhaps the largest of any state in 
the union by reason of her long gulf 
and Atlantic coasts, and her net- 
work of inland waterways. The win- 
ter is the peak season for both. 

The situation therefore, of an ex- 
press embargo at’ this particular 
time, blanketing all of Florida south 
of Jacksonville, which covers the 
entire citrus belt and most of the 
fish industry, is very serious, 

The freight embargo south of 
Jacksonville has so congested the 
Jacksonville yards that even tem- 
porary sidings placed on every avail- 
able foot of ground can not give re- 
lief. 

The situation demands the\instant 
ccoperation of the interstate com- 
merce commission and possibly the) 
en:ergency intervention of the de- 
partment of commerce. Surely the 
government will not stand idly and 
see the great. citrus and fish indus- 
tries in. Florida seriously injured, 
even for a season, those engaged in 
them financially embarrassed, by a 
situation such as this, if it is 
humanly possible to find emergency 
relief.

While there has been a wealth of 
sentiment among our people for popu- 
lar education, has been a strange 
and strong inertia in the matter of 
liberally groviding for it. 


Atlanta was not ‘mmune from that 
‘Her people professed 
a purpose to be abreast of any, and 
ahead of many, in all progressive en- 
terprises, but when it came to the 
question of supporting a competent. 
system of free public schools, they 
balked dishearteningly. In the ante- 
‘bellum era, of course, society was 
somewhat divided, some affecting aris- 
tocracy and the larger part belonging 
to the “common peepul,” but, even at 
that, the men who had the money 
dominated the public expenditures al- 
most completely. And they suffered 
from the “cui bono” complex and pro- 
claimed that “the fellow who cannot 
educate his own brains shouldn’t have 
any.” It was not a unique attitude 
then and is not today in some issues 
of social and economie life. Anyhow, 
no more was done for public education 
than public safety and morals de- 
manded. 


After the so-called civil war and the 
recovery in a degree of white supre- 
macy, another .obstruction to educa- 
tional liberality was met. ‘The ne- 
groes had been freed and enfranchis- 
ed. The southern people were facing 
the menaces of civil rights bills, and 
force bills that threatened -social and 
political equality of the negroes at the 
point of the bayonet. Elsewhere in 
southern communities negro children 
had been put into public schools with 
the white children. ‘This writer him- 
self had to leave a public school on 
that account and enter a Roman Catb- 
olic, parish school into which negro 
pupils could not be forced. Natural- 
ly, in such circumstances, there was 
no desire by the -white southern pe- 
ple to set up free public sehools, with 
the almost surety that they would be 
made co-racial and intolerable by their 
children. 


Atlanta recovered quickly in many 
ways from the war-ruin visited upon 
her, but her public school interests 
were among the slowest to revive. 
There came into the post-bellum citi- 
zenship men of faith and courage who 
knew that abnormal conditions could 
not granitize and .better times were 
coming. They wanted good _ scheols 
for their children and an enlightened 
constituency for the resurrected city. 

In the early ’70s they legislated for 
as complete a system of ward schools 
as the resources of the city could sup- 
port. The result was the speedy build- 
ing of the Marietta street, Ivy street, 
Fair street, Crew street and Walker 
street schools. They were equipped 
up-to-date and poe with pooh pong 
and teachers of superiod qualifica- 
tions.

DESTROYED IN GEORulA 


Washington, December 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A total of 2,824 distilleries, 2,- 
266 stills, 914 still worms and 25,027 
fermenters were seized by federal pro- 
hibition agents in Georgia in the fiscal 
year closing June 30, 1925. 

These and other figures on prohi- 
bition enforcement in the state are re- 
vealed in the hearings before the house 
appropriations committee on the treas- 
ury department appropriation bill, 
made public Friday. 

The total amount of liquors seized, 
with their classifications, are as fol- 
lows: Malt liquors, 2,243,198 gal- 
lons; spirits, 35,431 gallons; cider, 
37,633 gallons; wine, 231 gallons; 
mash, 602,025 gallons. 

Property valued at $856,142 was 
seized and destroyed during the year. 
Property seized. and not destroyed, 
was valued at $115,165. <A total of 
316 automobiles were seized in the 
state by federal dry agents, valued 
at $113,986. Four launches were cap- 
tured, valued at $525. 

Arrests made by federal prohibition 
officers totaled 1,514, with 824 ar- 
rests by state officers in which gov- 
ernment agents assisted, and four ar- 


rests on information furnished by fed- | 


eral officers.

Is Found Dead 


In Plot of Woods 


Pine Bluff, Ark., December 18.— 
(P)—S. A. McAdams, Sulphur 
Springs farmer, who late yesterday 


ran amuck, beat his wife to death, 
fatally wounded J. D. Helton, an aged 
farmer, and slightly wounded three 
other persons, was found dead today 
in a clump of woods a short distance 
from the Helton home. 

A posce which searched through the 
greater part of last night for Me 
Adams, a former inmate of th state 
asylum for the insane, located his 
body shortly after daybreak when 
they followed a small dog owned by 
McAdams to a secluded spot in the 
woods. The dog was covered with 
frost, and apparently had _ kept 
vigil through the night over the 
man’s body. Before going into the 
woods McAdams shot and killed an- 
other of his dogs, a hunting dog. 

Part of McAdams’ head was torn 
away by a charge of shot, fired by 
the crazed man apparen.:y by placing 
the barrel of a shotgun against his 
face and forcing Gown the trigger. 

Officers believe McAdams beat his 
wife to death shortly after his return 
with her and their children from a 
Christmas shopping expedition to Pine 
Bluff. The woman’s face was crushea 
and her throat and: chest slashed. 


| After killing his wife McAdams went 


to the Helton home carrying his 5- 
months-old child, handed the infant to 
Mrs. Helton and shot Helton to death. 
Leaving the Helton home McAdams 
disarmed two youths he encountered 
in a roadway returning from a hunt- 
ting trip, fired three shots at them 
and made his way into the woods 
where his body was located to 
day. The youths were sprinkled with 
small shot, but not seriously wounded. 

After killing his wife the crazed 
man apparently set fire to her cloth- 
ing. When officers reached the Mc- 
Adams home the woman’s clothing 
still was smouldering and her chest 
and arms were badly burned.
